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UVic acquires TV equipment 


BOG approves budget 


UVic has obtained about $200,000 worth 
of television equipment on long-term 
loan at no cost. 

The new equipment “takes us to a new 
level of production standards,” says a 
happy Ron Harper, manager of Audio 
Visual and Television Services in the 
basement of the McPherson Library. 

“This equipment gives us a profes¬ 
sional level video studio and more flexi¬ 
bility and mobility in the field.” 

The equipment came from the provin¬ 
cial government’s media facility oper¬ 
ated by the office of the Provincial 
Secretary and became surplus when the 
facility in the Ministry of Health was 
dismantled. 

The Provincial Educat : on Media Cen¬ 
tre (PEMC) was given the equipment 
and, after discussions, an agreement 
was reached among UVic, PEMC and 
the Knowledge Network for its disposal. 

Included in the UVic allotment are 
professional camera pedestals, tele¬ 
prompters and a 24-channel Strand Cen¬ 
tury lighting board, dimmers and lights. 
There are microphone booms, portable 
production switches and limbo curtains. 

UVic obtained the equipment in Sep¬ 
tember and Harper says it is being put to 
good use. “With the pedestal we have 
better camera movement and the tele¬ 
prompter allows people inexperienced 
with television to read their scripts while 
on camera.” 

“We can provide more elaborate sets 
and a better lighting grid than before.” 

Audio Visual and Television Services 
produces instructional tapes for univer¬ 
sity departments, and delivers on-air 
programs to the Knowledge Network 
through the Distance Education div¬ 
ision of University Extension. 

In addition, promotional videotapes 
for fundraising and admissions and co¬ 
operative projects with community 


groups are produced, many through 
University of Victoria Television Pro¬ 
ductions, in the studios. 

Free concert tonight 

A free concert by the University of Victo¬ 
ria Orchestra takes place at the Univer¬ 
sity Centre Auditorium at 8 p.m. this 
evening. 

Under the baton of Visiting Conduc¬ 
tor Timothy Vernon, the ensemble will 
perform Beethoven’s stirring Egmont 
Overture , and Dvorak’s lyrical and 
lighthearted Symphony No. 8 in G 
Major , Op. 88, sometimes called the 
“Pastoral” Symphony because it sug¬ 
gests rural sights and sounds. 

Completing the program is Respighi’s 
Fountains of Rome (Fontane di Roma). 
Also pastoral in nature, the composer’s 
intent was to portray four Roman foun¬ 
tains at the time of day when their char¬ 
acter was at one with their setting. 

Four pictures of nature are realized. 
“The Fountain of Villa Guilia at Dawn” 
is described by the composer as depict¬ 
ing cattle “passing and disappearing in 
the fresh, damp mists of a Roman 
dawn.” “The Fountain of the Triton in 
the Morning” is spiritedly jubilant and 
portrays “Naiads and Tritons... pursu¬ 
ing each other and mingling in a fren¬ 
zied dance between the jets of water.” 

Pomp and ceremony is reflected in 
“The Fountain of Trevi at Midday,” 
with the processional of Neptune, drawn 
in a chariot by sea horses. 

The work concludes with “The Foun¬ 
tain of the Villa Medici at Sunset” with 
the air “full of the sound of tolling bells, 
birds twittering, leaves rustling”, then 
passes into the silence of the night.

Almost eight months into the fiscal 
year, the UVic Board of Governors 
approved a 1985-86 operating base 
budget of $62,764,549 at the Oct. 21 
meeting. 

Net expenditure reductions from last 
year total almost $1.7 million, most sav¬ 
ings coming from the replacement at 
minimum salary rates of faculty and 
administrative and academic profes¬ 
sional staff who have resigned or 
retired, and a net reduction of26.57 regu¬ 
lar full-time positions. 

The reductions in full-time staff over 
the past three years total 61.45. 

In presenting the budget to the BOG 
meeting, David Sinclair, chairman of 
the finance and physical plant commit¬ 
tee, pointed out that the provincial gen¬ 
eral operating grant to UVic for 1985-86 
is five per cent less than for 1984-85. 
“This is the second year in a row that the 
grant has been cut by five per cent,” he 
said. 

“Any further cuts would place the uni- 
versity in the greatest financial 
difficulty.” 

Sinclair said the budget reflects credit 
on faculty and staff. “During this period 
of restraint, there has been a co¬ 
operative attitude on the part of the cam¬ 
pus community.” Sinclair paid tribute to 
students for their co-operation in accept¬ 
ing a fee increase of 10.26 per cent during 
difficult economic times. 

The budget is based on a 2.5 per cent 
decrease in enrolment. Sinclair pointed 
out that despite the decline in enrolment 
for the second year in a row, UVic enrol¬ 
ment is up by 17 per cent since 1981. 

At the same time, the grant per stu¬ 
dent is lower than at any time during the 
past five years. 


Student fees amount to 19.3 per cent of 
total operating revenues this year, while 
they accounted for slightly above 10 per 
cent in 1981. 

The base operational budget does not 
include several items of revenue. 

There is $2.7 million promised by the 
provincial government in a separate 
grant for the engineering program at 
UVic. Of this amount, $900,000 is 
intended for support of general univer¬ 
sity overheads which increase with the 
development of the new Faculty and its 
facilities. 

In 1986-87, the entire funding for engi¬ 
neering will be included in the base 
budget. 

Ancillary enterprises such as the 
bookstore, residences and food services 
which operate on a break-even basis 
generate revenues of more than $8 
million. 

Non-metropolitan programs are 
funded from a special provincial operat¬ 
ing grant of $900,000, supplemented by 
tuition fees of about $400,000. 

There are non-recurring provincial 
operating grants totalling $2.1 million 
which will be used to meet one-time 
expenditures which qualify under the 
“University Adjustments Program” 
introduced in the 1985-86 provincial 
budget. 

Endowment funds of $500,000 a year 
to support the Maltwood Art Museum 
and Gallery are also not included. 

Granting agencies and donors provide 
about $8 million annually for faculty 
research, student awards and other spe¬ 
cial purposes. 

Almost 84 per cent of the net expendi¬ 
ture budget is devoted to salaries, wages 
and benefits.

Gerontology research projects funded 


Two fourth-year UVic students in the 
School of Social Work have received 
$3,000 Ruth A. Gardiner Bursary 
Awards for special research projects 
connected with the Juan de Fuca 
Hospital. 

Elinor Botrokoff and Myrna Stevens 
received the awards from Jessie Bridges, 
a member of the board of directors of the 
Juan de Fuca Hospital Foundation and 
a friend of the late Ruth Gardiner who 
donated the funds to establish the 
bursary. 

Botrokoff will spend the year 
researching a surrogate grandparent 
program at the hospital and hopes to 
have such a program established as a 
pilot project by April. The idea behind 
the program is to connect elderly people 
and the young in meaningful 
relationships. 

Stevens is creating an orientation pro¬ 
gram for incoming patients and their 
families at the Priory, a Juan de Fuca 
Hospital facility. This program is 
designed to ease the transition period for 
patients. 

Sydney G. Anderson, chairman of the 
Juan de Fuca Board, said the awards 
provide students with an opportunity to 
gain clinical experience in caring for 
people in long-term facilities and assist 
the hospital in applied research. 
“Research funds are very difficult to 
come by these days,” he added. 

Dr. Brian Wharf, Dean of the Faculty 
of Human and Social Development, said 
the bursaries were “welcome additions” 
at a time when students face high tuition 
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costs and increasing costs of living. 

, “This is another link between the 
Faculty of Human and Social Develop¬ 
ment and Juan de Fuca Hospital and it 
provides an incentive for us to focus on 
the area of gerontology.” 

Marilyn Callahan, director of the 
School of Social Work, said the award 


was especially valuable since it comes 
from the community. 

“Both sides benefit. Our students gain 
practical experience and the hospital is 
provided with special research which 
would be unavailable if not for this 
award.” 


Renowned botanist 
was UVic’s friend 

UVic has lost a good friend with 
the death of Edmund Loh- 
brunner, an internationally 
renowned botanist, Oct. 10 in 
Victoria. 

Lohbrunner, who was given an 
honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
from UVic in 1975, has been a 
generous benefactor to UVic. He 
was a founding member of the 
committee that assisted in the 
planning, design and develop¬ 
ment of University Gardens and 
donated more than 200 rhododen¬ 
drons, many of them extremely 
rare, from his own collection. He 
continued to donate flowers and 
gifts to the university up to his 
death at the age of 81. 

A native of Victoria, Loh¬ 
brunner collected and grew orna¬ 
mental plants in Victoria for 
more than 50 years. His special 
interest was alpine plants and he 
introduced many to the gardens 
of Victoria and to many others 
throughout North America. 

Lohbrunner has discovered 
many new species of alpine 
plants. He played a major role in 
donating plants to help establish 
the Botanical Garden at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia. 

He was the first Canadian to 
win the American Rock Garden 
Society’s Marcel Le Piniec Award 
and was an honorary life member 
of the Vancouver Island Rock 
and Alpine Garden Society and 
the Victoria Horticulture Society. 

Surviving are his wife Ethel, 
daughter Joan and son-in-law 
Gordon Alstone-Stewart.

With a retrospective exhibition of painting, sculpture 
and drawing, the Maltwood Art Museum and Gallery 
pays homage to a well-known Canadian artist, John 
Dobereiner. 

A native of Saskatchewan, Professor Dobereiner took 
his first formal artistic training at the Vancouver School 
of Art, concentrating on painting and design. He also 
received a Teachers Degree from the University of B.C., 
specializing exclusively in the fine arts. Before obtaining 
a M.F.A. in painting from the University of Washington, 
he taught at several B.C. educational institutions includ¬ 
ing The Vancouver School of Art, UBCand UVic Faculty 
of Education. Following completion of his M.F.A. in 
1966, he joined the UVic Faculty of Fine Arts where he 
lectured on art and instructed in studio courses until his 
death in 1984. 

Dobereiner exhibited widely in Canada in solo and 
group shows. His exhibitions in the United States were 
mainly one-man shows in New York. A recipient of sev¬ 
eral grants, his work is found in major Canadian collec¬ 
tions across the country. 

This early experience with painting in the 1950s, a 
time when the current wave in the arts was abstraction, 
planted in Dobereiner’s mind the seed for his future 
artistic concern: the tension between the illusionistic 
and the real space in painting. Throughout the 1960s he 
explored this interest in the spatial elements in two- 
dimensional art by way of perspective, the play of light 
and shadow, and other less traditional means such as 
collage. Motivated by a fascination with the small gap 
separating the illusion and reality of space in painting, 
he attained a resolution. His work became 
sculpture/ painting. 

Dobereiner believed that an artist finds his richest 
inventive source by working within self-imposed limita¬ 
tions of form and “attending to what he knows”. This 
attraction and respect for familiar grounds made him an 
inspiring professor. His art lectures and studio instruc¬ 
tions always took vibrant tones, infusing enthusiasm in 
his students. 

John Dobereiner’s achievement as an artist and edu¬ 
cator will have fruitful effects in the artistic and educa¬ 
tional fields. 

Dobereiner’s works will be on display at the Maltwood 
Art Museum and Gallery, University Centre, February 6 
to March 1, 1986. 


The internationally renowned Orford String Quartet will 
be in Victoria for one concert only on Thursday, 
November 21st at 8:00 p.m. at the University Centre 
Auditorium.

Timothy Vernon, acclaimed as one of the 
most notable conducting personalities to 
have emerged recently on the Canadian 
scene, joins UVic’s School of Music as a 
Visiting Conductor for 1985-86. 

During the fall term, the UVic Orchestra 
will be heard in a free concert in the 
University Centre Auditorium Oct. 25. The 
Chorus and Orchestra will be featured in 
concert Nov. 30, with proceeds from the 
performance to benefit a scholarship in 
Music.

Further studies in Europe led to his 
receiving diplomas from the Academie 
Internationale d’Ete, Nice; the Neder- 
landse Omroep Stichting, Hilversum 
(Franco Gerrara); the Academmia Chigi- 
ana, Siena (Ferrara); and the Mozarteum, 
Salzburg. He graduated from the Vienna 
Academy with highest honors in 1971. 

Vernon is well-known to Victoria audi¬ 
ences from his ongoing association with 
the Pacific Opera, for which he is Artistic 
Director and Principal Conductor. During 
his tenure with the School of Music, 
Vernon will be conductor for the University 
of Victoria Chorus and Orchestra, replac¬ 
ing George Corwin who will be on study 
leave for the 1985-86 academic year.

Knussen To Direct 
Civic At The Centre 



The Civic Orchestra is a community based group 
consisting of approximately sixty professional and non¬ 
professional musicians. Their purpose is to further the 
advancement of orchestral education and appreciation 
amongst members and audiences; to give performance 
opportunities to musicians within the Orchestra, from 
the University and the Conservatory or other music 
schools and to ensure that Victorians will never be 
without enriching musical expression. 

The Civic provides community services. Most dress 
rehearsals are open and free of charge to young people 
and disabled members of the public. Group rates are 
available to students from all grades. Performances are 
brought to hospitals and other institutions to bring music 
to shut-ins and those unable to travel. A scholarship fund 
rewards outstanding students at the Conservatory of 
Music. Two new funds have been established, one to 
give small awards to students of outstanding ability and 
the other to purchase vital musical equipment. 

The Civic Orchestra recently appointed the renowned 
Stuart Knussen as resident conductor and music 
director. He is regarded as one of the world’s outstand¬ 
ing bass players and has performed with the BBC 
Symphony Orchestra and the London Symphony 
Orchestra. He founded and organized the Stratford 
Ensemble which now performs nationally as the 
Canadian Chamber Ensemble. Mr. Knussen assisted in 
the establishment of the advanced instrumental course 
in Banff as the Associate Director of Music. He now 
lectures, gives Master Classes, travels internationally 
and does consultation work. He is a recognized authority 
on the History and the Evolution of the Modern 
Symphony Orchestra and orchestral wind instruments. 

The Civic Orchestra will be performing five concerts 
during the 1985/86 season. Three will be performed at 
the University Centre Auditorium. The first, on October 
26 is an evening of unusual music featuring Beethoven’s 
Battle Symphony and a work by Scottish composer 
Hamish McCunn. 

The sixth annual Singalong Messiah is on December 
15. This traditional Christmas event features well known 
local soloists and the audience as the Chorus. 

On February 22 at the University Centre Auditorium, 
Mr. Knussen will share the podium with assistant 
conductor Jennifer Brown in an evening of Big “B” 
composers including a horn concerto performed by 
Karen Hough. 

The pops concert on March 15 includes pieces such as 
Greensleeves, Sleeping Beauty Suite and an euphonium 
concerto with Patti Thorpe. 

The final concert of the season is the 2nd Annual 
Concerto Concert on April 19. This performance 
features the three winning students from the concerto 
competition from the Victoria Conservatory of Music. 
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Vice Chancellor Dr. Howard Petch and Dr. Myfanwy Pavelic with Mrs. Pavelic’s portrait of Katharine Hepburn. Dr. 
Pavelic received an honorary Doctor of Fine Arts degree from the University in 1984 in recognition of her 
contributions to Canada as an artist of international reputation. The Hepburn portrait and numerous other works 
by the artist form part of the University’s extensive holdings of western Canadian contemporary art.

UVic joins Apple consortium 
to encourage computer use 


The planners of a nation-wide campaign 
to promote Canadian universities have 
taken issue with certain recommenda¬ 
tions contained in the report of the Royal 
Commission on the Economic Union 
and Development Prospects for Canada. 

For the universities, the most contro¬ 
versial recommendation of the Macdo¬ 
nald Commission report is one which 
would have the federal government 
channel its support for postsecondary 
education directly to students, rather 
than through the provincial 
governments. 

The current practice of providing cash 
transfers to the provinces should be 
replaced by a tax credit or partial grant 
or tuition fee voucher scheme, thereby 
directing federal support to university 
programs demanded by students, states 
the commission's 32-page section on 
“Education and Training” in the second 
of its three-volume report. 

“This recommendation threatens the 
funding structure developed by the pro¬ 
vinces and the Government of Canada 
under the Established Programs 
Financing (EPF) Act”, says Dr. Myer 
Horowitz, President of the University of 
Alberta and co-chairman of National 
Universities Week. 

“The system whereby provincial 
governments receive block payments 
has allowed the universities a degree of 
autonomy in planning and setting 
priorities. 

M If a direct-to-student funding pro¬ 
gram is initiated, universities will be 
forced to place more emphasis on profes¬ 
sional and vocational programs, and I 
fear that the arts, sciences and humani¬ 
ties will be threatened. There is a real 
danger that universities would become 
little more than technical colleges,” says 
Dr. Horowitz. 

“We have long argued that the core of 


the universities—general education— 
must be maintained. Canada needs peo¬ 
ple who can think, who can create. 
Without the strength in the general arts 
and humanities, Canada’s universities 
inevitably will decline”. 

Dr. Horowitz applauds the Macdonald 
Commission recommendation that the 
Government of Canada’s role in post¬ 
secondary education be recognized and 
strengthened. 

“The report states that federal grant¬ 
ing councils should pay overhead 
research costs. Universities have been 
lobbying for more support in research 
overheads, but we are concerned that the 
Macdonald Commission recommends 
that this be accomplished by a transfer 
of funds now available for the general 
support of universities.” 

As for the comment in the report that 
the postsecondary system lacks innova¬ 
tion in developing new ideas about edu¬ 
cation, Dr. Horowitz has examples from 
across the country which dispute that 
point. 

“It is incorrect to accuse universities 
of lacking innovation. We are develop¬ 
ing new links with industry, joint pro¬ 
jects with government and diversified 
sources for funding research. Many uni¬ 
versities have set up technology transfer 
offices, to examine ways to commercial¬ 
ize innovative ideas. Universities are 
the source of new ideas and we have the 
mindpower to solve our problems. 

“I want to emphasize that I am very 
pleased the Macdonald Commission 
devoted an entire chapter of its impor¬ 
tant report to education and training 
and I hope this signals the start of a new 
era of discussions among the universi¬ 
ties and both levels of government on 
the topic of postsecondary funding,” Dr. 
Horowitz concluded. 


UVic is one of nine Canadian universi¬ 
ties to join the Apple Canada University 
Consortium. 

The consortium is a co-operative pro¬ 
gram designed to encourage the use of 
personal computers in higher education 
and fuel the development of made-in- 
Canada software. 

UVic joins the University of British 
Columbia, Simon Fraser University, the 
University of Alberta, the University of 
Manitoba, the University of Toronto, 
York University, the University of 
Quebec in Montreal and the University 
of Montreal in the consortium. 

Under the agreement, UVic will estab¬ 
lish an on-campus computing centre in 
the Campus Shop to sell, service and 
support Apple computers to full-time stu¬ 
dents and faculty members at about 30 
per cent below suggested retail pries. 
The university administration will 
also purchase equipment through the 
computing centre. 

“We see microcomputers as a tool that 
can be used by students in every disci¬ 
pline,” says UVic President Dr. Howard 
Petch. “Our agreement with Apple Can¬ 
ada is part of our commitment to make 
computer technology more available to 
students and staff.” 

David Killins, President of Apple Can¬ 
ada, said the consortium is designed “to 
provide thousands of students with the 
power of personal computing and to 
encourage Canadian learning institu¬ 
tions to generate world-class software.” 

The consortium will promote the 
development of innovative software for 
Apple’s Macintosh Computer. Products 
or software developed by the universi¬ 
ties will be shared among the 
participants. 

Under the agreement, consortium- 


developed software will remain the prop¬ 
erty of the university and may be 
marketed worldwide. 

“We believe this co-operative 
approach will provide the necessary 
momentum to drive the development of 
software tailored to the needs of the Can¬ 
adian educational community,” said 
Killins. “The consortium offers the best 
of both worlds, a co-operative environ¬ 
ment and the potential for international 
sales and recognition.” 


CUPE aids students 

Thirteen Canadian Union of Public 
Employees (CUPE) locals in the Victo¬ 
ria area, including UVic’s two CUPE 
locals, contribute to the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees Scholarship 
Fund. 

For the 1985-86 academic year, six 
scholarships of $250 each were awarded 
to first-year entrants at UVic, four of 
$300 each to second-year students and 
three of $300 each to third-year students. 

In addition, six scholarships of $250 
each were awarded to first-year students ** 
in Camosun College, UBC and Selkirk 
College and a $150 award was given to a 
student returning after a year away 
from classes. 

Criteria for the scholarships are 
grades, references and acceptance at the 
university, college or other institution of 
the applicant’s choice. The awards to 
applicants entering UVic are given on 
the recommendation of the administra¬ 
tive registrar. 



UVic Ph.D. student Joanne MacDonald, above, receives the Bradfield 
Graduate Fellowship from Dr. Ralph Bauer of MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. The 
Bradfield Fellowship, worth $18,500 a year for three years, is given to a 
maximum of four students in Canada each year to undertake research on 
industry-related problems. MacDonald is studying the “Early Induction of 
dormancy in coastal Douglas-fir for fall planting" with MacMillan Bloedel 
Forestry Nursery at Nanaimo, B.C. Dr. John Owens of UVic’s Biology 
Department also received, on behalf of the university, a $500 cheque for 
MacDonald’s research expenses. Owens explains that MacDonald’s project 
involves the problem of the development of coastal Douglas-fir seedlings 
under various environmental regimes simulated in growth chambers at 
UVic and growth facilities at MacMillan Bloedel. In order to plant seedlings 
in the fall, dormancy must be induced earlier than under natural conditions. 
Owens points out that fall planting could save money for forestry compan¬ 
ies by eliminating costly cold storage of seedlings and possible damage 
from cold storage. The seedlings, however, must be hardy enough to 
survive the fall planting and winter conditions that follow.
